Russian Language Paper In 
Paris Says Dictator’s 
Wife Shot Self 


DEATH YEAR AGO 
WAS MYSTERIOUS 


( International Ncivs Service) 
PARIS, April 10.—The sensa­ 
tional assertion that Mme. Alli- 
louieva Stalin, late wife of the 
Soviet dictator, committed sui­ 
cide following: a public quarrel 
with her husband was printed in 
the Russian language newspaper 
“Poslednia Novesti” today.

A moment later Allilouieva 
left the party.

"with intelligent 
procedure, good 
business methods and hard work 
the farmer can succeed." 


He called their attention, however 


to several points which he believes 
the farmers can well give heed to if 
they desire to realize a fair finan- 
citl income and they were these: 


First, to find out what the local 


market wants and to strive to ad- 
just the farm production to meet it. 


Second, to see to it that every 


acre is utilized so that it makes its 
maximum contribution to society. 


Third, to learn how to be better 
merchants. 


Dean Watts, discussing the second 


point of acreage use, said that from 
his observations 
"diversified far- 
mers" in Pennsylvania are gener- 
ally more successful than "special- 
ty farmers." or those who special- 
ize. 


Intellectual Gains Great 


"A farmer's intellectual income is 
great, and especially does a farmer 
•who has knowledge of what he's 
•working with get a great deal out 
of it," said the speaker. As far as 
the emotional income ic; concerned, 
Dean Watts conveyed his point most 
effectively when he declared blunt- 
ly that "I can see more beauty in a 
wel cultivated cabbage field than I 
can in a bed of roses." He said that 
"a man who admires beauty 
in 


farming is one who usually suc- 
ceeds." 


At the outset of his address the 


agricultural school dean regretted 
the fact that "we seem to have no 
science of economics" that can de- 
termine the cure for our depression. 
He said the science of medicine and 
science of business appear to suc- 
ceed although no science of eco- 
nomics has developed for us a cure- 
all'for the hard times. 
He blamed 


the World War as "largely respons- 
ible for the times." 


At the close of Dean Watt's ad- 


dress, N. E. 
Sampson, New Wil- 


mington, president of the Lawrence 
County Agricultural Extension asso- 
ciation, expressed the farmer's ap- 
preciation for Rotary's invitation to 
the dinner.

"A farmer's intellectual income is 
great, and especially does a farmer 
who has knowledge of what he's 
working with get a great deal out 
of it," said the speaker. As far as 
the emotional income i^ concerned, 
Dean Watts conveyed his point most 
effectively when he declared blunt- 
ly that "I can see more beauty hi a 
wel cultivated cabbage field than I 
can in a bed of roses." He said that 
"a man who admires beauty 
in 


farming is one who usually suc- 
ceeds." 


At the outset of his address the 


agricultural school dean regretted 
the fact that "we seem to have no 
science of economics" that can de- 
termine the cure for our depression. 
He said the science of medicine and 
science of business appear to suc- 
ceed although no science of eco- 
nomics has developed for us a cure- 
all "for the hard times. 
He blamed 


the World War as "largely respons- 
ible for the times."

“A farmer's intellectual income is 
great, and especially does a farmer 
who lias knowledge of what he’s 
working with get a great deal out 
of It,” said the speaker. As far as 
the emotional income ic concerned, 
Dean Watts conveyed his point most 
effectively when he declared blunt­ 
ly that “I can see more beauty in a 
wel cultivated cabbage field than I 
can in a bed of roses.” He said that 
“a man who admires beauty 
in 
farming is one who usually suc­ 
ceeds.” 
At the out5:et of his address the 
agricultural school dean regretted 
the fact that “we seem to have no 
science of economics” that can de­ 
termine the cure for our depression.
